EXTORTING QUARANTINE FEES AT 
~~ §AN FRANCISCO. 
(San Francisco Alta, Jan, 25th. ) , 
Another glaring inatance of ‘the Quaran- 
tine Officor’s: “' grab-all” proponsitios has 
boon chronicled and that official’s revenue 
thas been increased by a haul of $676, for 
and in considoration of having ‘divested 
himself of his oficial robes” and compelled 
676 Chineso to submit to re-vaccination ut 
his hands, Last Sunday afternoon tho 
Mary Tatham, a British yessol chartered 
‘by an important firm in Hongkong, arrived 
at this port.. The Quarantine Officer boarded 
- the veasal and wes courtcously received bi 
the Captain, John Gorloy, who forthwit! 
oxhibited’a clean bill of honlth given by the 
American. Consul. at Hongkong. ~ Tho 
Captain further informed the Quarantine 
Officer that every Chinaman on board had 
“eon thoroughly vaccinated, in accordance 
with tho requirements of the National 
Board of Health of tho United Btates, by 
Dr Lockhead, an. cminent. physician of 
Hongkong, before leaving that port. He 
‘algo pasured the Quarantine Olicer that 
there had been no sicknows on board the 
vessel’ during the late voyage, and that all 
were perfoctly well whon thoy reached thia 
port. Dr Lawlor proceeded to exaniine the 
yousul from top to bottom, subjecting every- 
body to a acrutinizing examination, aot- 
withstanding which.no sign or semblance of 
any. diganso was discuvered, Notwithstand- 
ing his fruitless search, Dr. Lawlor amazed 
the Captuin by declaring that the yessel 
would te sont into quarantine unless the 
Captain. consented to allow him to divest 
- Hinaclf of his functions as Quarantine 
Officer and vaccinate nll on poard,—-for the 
modestsumof 8676. ‘The Captain unhosita- 
tingly.and opiphatically declined to entail 
the enormous outlay, for the reason that all 
on board had been vaccinated befure leaving 
Bongkong. Many of their number had the 
small pox before they wero vaccinated, 
hence the virus had no offect upon them. 
. Dr Lawlor was relentless in his dictatorial 
demand and.rviterated to the Captain that 
_ his vessel would remain in quarauting until 
“hu should consent to have all on board re- 
vadcinated. Captain Gorley being a man 
of iron will ‘sie disposod at any costs to 
résigt wrongs and oppression, remained 
steadfast in hia dotérmination, the intitni 
- ting threats of belng quarantined notwith- 
standing, , Finally Dr Lawlor ordered the 
hoisting of tho yellow flag on the vessel, an 
| indication that there was somg infectious 
* incase on board, though in roulity: there 
was none, ‘Now you will remain in qua. 
‘rantina until yuu signfy your consent. to 
_allow mo'to vaccinate alll al ourd,” said the 
Quarantine Officer to Captain Gorley as -he 
started for the, shore.

but for the simple reason that the Captain 
would, not, dive down into ‘iis sack and 
allow the Quarantine Officer 8676 for the

On Monday morning W. 'T. Coloman & 
Co., consignves of the vessel, hearing of the 
atrange and unwarranted proceeding on tha 
part of tho Quarantine Olicer, despatched 
their shipping clerk,.Mr Townsend, to ss- 
certain the cause of the unlooked-for diffi- 
culty, Onptain Gorley_narrated the, old 
atory ta Mr. Townsend, who sought’ tho 
Quurantino Officor, and remonstrated with 
him, -but all to no purpose, his arguments 
not being golden or jingling ¢nough to meet 
that éxacting official's approbation.
